ST. LOUIS, September 3.— 


Seven' persons were 
killed and 


twenty-five 
injured, several fat- 


ally in the wrecking of a suburban 
street-car by a Wabash passenger 
train at the Sarah-street crossing 
to-day. 


The train, eastbound; which is 


said to have been running at a 
speed of 
thirty 
miles an 
hour, 


struck the car, which was running 
north, squarely in the center. The 
occupants of the car had no chance 
to escape. 


The dead and wounded were car- 


ried into the Empire brewery near 
by. 


Five ambulances were summon- 


ed and the injured were taken to 
hospitals, while 
the 
dead bodies 


were conveyed to the Morgue. 


A. W. Burbank. engineer of the 


Wabash train, said after the ac- 
cident : 


"I was within 100 yards of the 


suburban crossing when I saw the 
suburban car start across the track. 
« 


Right in the middle of the. railroad 
track, right in the path of my en- 
gine, the 
car 
stopped. Why, I 


cannot say. 
I attempted to reverse 


the engine and put on all the stfam 
I had. However. I succeeded only 
in slackening the speed of the train 
to about twelve miles an hour. It 
struck the street car so hard that it 
knocked its trucks a hundred feet. 
Part of the car fell over on the 
locomotive and was carded along 
on top of it for about 200 feet. The 
entire train, locomotive and two 
coaches, passed over the crossing." 


The car was southbound and was 


filled. with passengers, many of 
them on their way to their homes 
in the suburbs. 
The train which 


struck it was a shuttle train coming 
Into the city from the World's Fair 
grounds. 


The engine was backing with the 


tender in front. 


For reasons which have not been 


explained the car stopped on the 
clossing squarely across the track 
on which the train was approach- 
ing.

fishing. Instead of being content '\ith 25 trout a clay, they will camp 
on a stream ?nd take 150 trout in a day. and they will do it day in and 
day out for mere 4ust of destroying fish until they have actually ex- 
hausted some streams ", 


Judge Shields might have added that the men who slaughter 


game and fish to satish the lust for killing belong to the same tribe 
as the people •uho kindle forest firos and deface the most picturesque 
works of ns.ture with advi rtiscments. 
Members of this tribe com- 


pel the enactment of laws to preserve forests and protect game. 
Wherever they go they leave the marks of the destroyer. 
They de- 


file stream? and make indif-crimina'e war on the gentle inhabitants of 
the forest. They are veneered barbarians who consult only their bellies 
and their pockets in their forajs on the mountains and the woods. And 
strange to say, they seem dominate d by a desire to destroj or deface 
what they cannot take a\\a;- or turn to a source of profit. The tracks 
of ihis Philistine army can be found in the fairest scenery of California. 
The city v;-,ndal and the sheephenler have carried their war against 
nature and its beauties into the \cry heart of the mountains

to break the Russian centtr \\hich he attacked so fiercely at the be- 
ginning of the battle. 


The terrific cannonade and the series of assaults delivered against 


Kuropatkin't. center were i.icreh intended to cover the real objective 
of CHama. 
The fighting *\as fierce enough, but it was a mask foi 


the flanking movement of tvuroki on the north 
As soon as Kuroki 


crossed the Taitse, turning the "Rus-iart left, Oku fell on the right 
wing witr, the fun of a tiger, crumpling it up and driving the Mos- 
covite battalions in great lisorder back on Liao Yang. 
These two 


movements made the entire Russian position around Liao Yang un- 
tenable and compelled the swift w thdrawal of the center, \\hich had 
held its ground. 


Kuiopatkin's position is perilr us, for the victorious Japanese are 


bringing up reinforcements and pushing their advantage. The disast- 
er that lias befallen the Russian commander gives one an idea of what 
would have happened to Ivm had Port Arthur fallen in the fierce as- 
sault two weeks ago.

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Roosevelt Will Carry This State 


by Over 50,000 Majority 
KNAVE 


How the Fights Stand in Various 


Congressional Districts. 


SAN FRANCISCO, September 3.— 


With the speech of Secretary tfhaw at 
the Alhambra Theater to-night the Re- 
publican campaign in California will 
open formally. There never were finer 
prospects for party success. General- 
ly speaking there never has been great- 
er harmony . There \\ill be money 
enough for a lively campaign. It seems 
probable that California will send a 
complete list of eight Republican Con- 
gressmen to Washington. 


That is the main fight President 


Roosevelt will carry California by 40,- 
000 to 60,000 majority—or at 'east by 
that much plurality over Parker, who 
has no following except among South- 
ern gentlemen, Democrats and some of 
the high-toned fellows of 1 he swell clubs. 
But there is a fight for the control of 
the lower house of Congress, and Cali- 
fornia's action in that cliiection may be 
important and possibly decisive. 


'At present the Democrats have three 


Congressmen from California—Bell, in 
the Second; Livernash, in tbe Fourth, 
and Wynn, in the Fifth. 


Bell is going to be easy. H| is a good 


campaigner, but his district is normally 
Republican by a fine majority and he 
lias against him, this time, instead of 
sleep}7, easy-going, Manana Coombs, 
Duncan McKinlay, who can travel as 
far, stay up as late and meet as many 
people as he can. Beyond this, \IeKin- 
lay can make a far better speech than 
Bell, and he has been up and down his 
district already getting everything in 
shape. 


The thing that is going to work most 


against Bell, however, is Ms ingiatitude 


I to W. R. Hearst. "When he ran two 
years age The Examiner made him. It 


sent a man into his district to help him 
campaign. It called Coombs "Gloomy 
Gus" — a name that cost the Republican 
candidate hundreds of votes, as it had 
a sort of aptness to it. It gave him col- 
umn after column, day after day, and 
made personal appeals from members 
of its staff to their friends in his dis- 
trict. 


Then when Hearst wanted an in- 


structed delegation from California, 
Bell was one of the most bitter of his op- 
ponents. The Examiner has not given 
any sign of resenting this. It has rath- 
er had a glad hand for Bell ever since 
he returned from Washington. 
But 


the Hearst Democrats do not act in con- 
formity 
with .Hearst's paper. 
They 


are a mighty mad lot of men. 


The pivotal county in Bell's district 


is Sacramento. Bell ran very strong- 
there two years ago. Sacramento sent 
Hearst delegates to the State conven- 
tion. 
The union workingmen of the 


railroad shops are for Hearst. Dan 
Carmichael took hold of Bell's fight in 
Sacramento and spent money for him. 
Carmichael was one of the Hearst lead- 
ers, and he tried his best to get Bell to 
cease his opposition. Now Carmichael 
Avill do nothing for Bell. Hale, the Sac- 
ramento merchant, _is another who feels 
the same way. So" does Arthur Sey- 
mour, the District Attorney. Isidore 
Alexander is in open revolt. So it looks 
yery much as if a smashing vote against 
Bell will be cast in Sacramento. 


Marin is another place where Bell 


will be weak. Marin sent a Hearst dele- 
gation to Santa Cruz. At the head of it 
was M. F. Cochrane. the newspaper 
man, Avho led Bell's light in the county 
two years ago. Cochrane spent 
his 


money for Bell, but when he pleaded 
for the Napa vote for Hearst, Bell turn- 


ed a deaf ear, and Cochran 3 swore ven- 
geance. 
So Bell may be taken out of 


the calculation. He is a cUad one. He 
amounted to nothing in 
Washington 


anyhow, spending a large part of his 
time on a farm in Connectic it, and quar- 
reling with Livernash and "" Vynn when- 
ever he went to Washingto i. His hos- 
tility to Hearst arose from he fact that 
Hearst gave him the ovei look in the 
House when he thought he should have 
been the whole thing. 


The Fourth district off ( rs a better 


guessing ground. It is hare to tell what 
will come out of that — or tl e Fifth, for 
that matter. Ruef and Ma /or Schmitz 
control the Union Labor paity. They 
have the party machine: y in their 
hands. They do not like Li /ernash and 
Wynn and do not intend to indorse 
them. In the Fifth they AVI] I put a third 
candidate in the field. Th j labor A'ote 
being too independent to ) e program- 
med for E. A. Hayes. But in the Fourth 
they arc tr\ ing to find son e candidate 
Avho can get the Republican nomination 
and the labor union indorsement. If 
they can find such a man tl ey can beat 
Livernash. If not, there w 11 be a hard 
fight, as Livernash has a gcnd deal of a 
swing with the Avorkingme i, and he is 
far 
stronger with the 
( rganization 


Democrats than he Avas ^ hen he ran 
before. 
Still, the O'Brien Democrats 


do not like him, and the Bcnham Aving 
of the Union Labor crowd is expected to 
knife him. But the fact tha t he was the 
only Democrat to arouse any enthusi- 
asm at the Democratic ratifi -ation meet- 
ing has set the Republicai leaders to 
thinking. 


Thev haven't yet found the man they 


want, but have until the 22d of this 
month to pkk up some one, for the Dis- 
trict CoiiA-ertion \vill not b; held until 


that date. 
Thomas D. Riordan and 


Judges Sloss and Graham have refused 
the nomination. Benham Avas beaten in 
his Labor Council contest, and it has 
been urged against him that he recently 
ran on the Socialist ticket. General De 
Young favors the renomination of 
Julius Kahn, but the powers are tired of 
him, and say his nomination Avould stir 
up a lot of trouble in the party, as Avell 
as rousing the Avorking-men to activity. 
Pringle, who Avants to run, is not widely 
knoAvn, and the search for just the right 
man is not an easy task. Still, with a 
split Democracy and a split union labor 
vote, the conquest of the Fourth should 
not be hard.

Suffering, and wracked with pain, and 
discommoded by his distended limbs, Ca- 
mozzi finally made up his mind "To leave 
the warm rreclncts of a cheerful day, 
Nor cast one longing, lingering look be- 
hind." Hope had fled from .its castle and 
left 
the citadel a prey 
to ghoulish 
thoughts, which quickly upset the bal- 
ance of reason and made the terrors of 
life overcome the terrors of death.

immediately put into execution a plan 
to forsake this world with its pain and 
misery for the other from whose bourne 
no evil tales have came. To rest peace- 
fullv under a blowing rosebush, lured him 
on to take the fatal step that would for- 
ever put him to sleep "Where the cock's 
shril! clarion, nor echoing horn.

He was found lying In a pool 
of blood on the floor with the side of his I 
face torn away. A string stili held fool 
and gun together. 
H'' had placed the

through his head, but an awkward move 
of onu or tin; other srTit the charge in 
a slanting direction, emlrcly missing the 
fatal territory, but 
carrying away the 
chin and .law. 
The police patrol was 
summoned and lie was removed Lo the 
hospital. 
Drs. Hamlin, Nelson and Curdts were 
summoned and 
they found a patient 
threatened with death from a dozen dif- 
ferent causes. 
He had a cancer at the 
base of his tongue, which in time alone 
will cause his death 
His heart was ir- 
regular, and out of order, while bloated 
by dropsy, and his liver destroyed by dis- 
ease, the wonder of the medicos was that 
he was still a subject for a hospital. 
While on the operating table he piteously 
begged to be put out
